VOTE STANDS FOUR TO THREE 


Ruling 
Establishes 
Principle 
That 


Where Railways Make Low Rates 


Wholly W ithin a State They Must 


Accord the Same Figure to Inter­ 


state Traffic Moving Under Substan­ 


tially Similar Conditions. 


Washington, March 2.r» — The Inter­ 
state commerce commission, 
in 
an 
opinion made public, established the 
farreaching principle that a railroad 
must so adjust its rates that justice 
w ill be doi\e between communities re­ 
gardless of state lines. 
If a railroad 
makes a low rate upon traffic wholly 
within a state, even when forced to 
do so by a state commission, it must 
! 
b coni 
the same 
rate 
to 
interstate 
traffic moving under substantially sim­ 
ila r conditions. 


The principle w’as laid down by a 
vote of 4 to 3. 
The m inority held that 
the powers of congress were usurped 
by the m ajority opinion and that the 
remedy for such a situation should be 
applied through additional legislation 
as in the case of the railroad commis­ 
sion of Louisiana against the St. Louis 
and Southwestern railw ay and other 
carriers operating between Louisiana 
and Texas. 
The case 
practically precipitated a 
conflict between federal and state au­ 
thorities over the control of interstate 
traffic. 
The opinion of the m ajority 
of the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion, prepared and handed down by 
Commissioner Lane, is a definite as­ 
sertion of the supremacy of national 
regulatory authority over the powers 
* xercised by any state. 
It is the first 
time this e x ertio n has been made dis 
f tinctly by the commission. In making 
( it Chairman Prouty and Commission- 
' ers ('lark and M eyer concurred with 
Commissioner Lane and Commission­ 
ers 
Clements, 
Harlan 
and 
McCord 
dissented. 


Case Comes From Louisiana. 


The pioceedings 
brought 
by 
the 
Louisiana commission placed in issue 
the right of interstate carriers to dis­ 
crim inate in favor of state traffic and 
against interstate traffic, 
"The gravaman of the com plaint," I 
the opinion says, "is that the carrier 
defendant makes rates out of Dallas 
and other Texas points Into Eastern 
Texas 
which 
are much lower than 
those which they extend into Texas 
from Shreveport, La. 
A rate of 60 
cents car.ies first class traffic to the 
eastward from Dallas, a distance of 
160 miles, while the same rate of 60 
cents w ill carry the same class of 
traffic only fifty-five miles into Texas 
from Shreveport." 
The 
low 
rate 
w ithin Texas 
was 
forced upon the the railroads by the 
Texas railroad commission in further­ 
ance of a policy to protect and pro­ 
mote the jobbing interests of Texas. 
The louisiana commission and that 
state’s commercial interests declared 
that Louisiana was being discrim inat­ 
ed against because of the exaction of 
the

Shreveport 
westward 
and 
demanded

The contentions of 
Louisiana were sustained by the com­ 
mission absolutely.

Jlin’s endorsement of Colonel Roosevelt 
as a friend of the farm er as distin­ 
guished from President T a ft’s position 
on Canadian reciprocity.

The speech was 
carried in full in the newspapers of 
the

except 
one 
paragraph, J 
which Mr. Roosevelt him self included 
In the article in the Outlook. 
That 
paragraph is im portant, for the reason j 
that in it Mr. Roosevelt says: 
“ ‘I 
think that 
the present 
tariff 
(Payne law ) is better than the last 
(D in g ily law ) and considerably better 
than the one before the last (M cK in ­ 
ley law ), but it has certainly failed to 
give general satisfaction.' 


Refers to Canadian Reciprocity. 


“The speech to which Mr. Roosevelt 
evidently intended to direct your at­ 
tention was one he delivered at Sioux 
City, la., on 
the same day as his 
Sioux Falls speech. 
In this speech he 
referred directly to Canadian reciproc­ 
ity.” 
Mr. M cK inley here quotes a state­ 
ment from the Sioux Falls speech in 
which Colonel Roosevelt speaks ap­ 
provingly of the legislation creating 
a tariff board and adopting the m axi­ 
mum principle in our tariff laws, and 
giving his approval likewise to Cana­ 
dian reciprocity. 
Continuing, M r. M cK inley writes: 
"Colonel 
Roosevelt 
also, 
in 
his 
speeches at Grand Rapids, Feb. 12, 
1911, and before the Republican Club 
of New York, Feb.. 13, 1911, excerpts 
from which I inclose, fully and heart­ 
ily endorsed and approved the reci­ 
procity treaty. 
“If Mr. Roosevelt is to be preferred 
solely because of Mr. T a ft’s activity 
in connection with a measure which 
was 
not 
universally 
approved 
then 
what Mr. Roosevelt thought about the 
m atter should be considered. 
T o r what other purpose than to 
mislead your readers could you have 
omitted that part of Colonel Roose­ 
velt’s 
letter 
to 
you 
which I 
have 
quoted 
"You owe It to your readers and to 
yourself to publish the whole of the 
letter in order that your readers may 
see that there can be no choice be­ 
tween President T a ft and Mr. Roose­ 
velt on this ‘dead Issue,” as the latter 
calls It. 
I would suggest that you 
then devote the space now given to 
this subject to inform ing your read­ 
ers of the splendid achievements of 
T a ft’s adm inistration and of his loyal 
adherence to the fundam ental princi­ 
ples of this republic.”

COAL STRIKE CRISIS 


COMES THIS WEEK 


M I K and Operators Will Con- 


linda Negotiations. 


Cleveland, 
March 25.— A 
crisis in 
the coal situation determ ining wheth­ 
er more than 450,000 miners in the 
bituminous and anthracite fields shall 
strike on A pril I or suspend until new 
wage agreements can be effected, is 
expected this week. 
Members of the executive board and 
policy comm ittee of the United Mine 
W orkers cf Am erica began to arrive 
here to prepare to draw up recommen­ 
dations for a referendum vote by the 
union. They will not aet, how’ever, un­ 
til after th** operators and miners of 
the bituminous fields of W estern Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio. Indiana and 
Illinois, 
at their session here Tuesday, have 
decided whether they can agree on a 
two-year wage scale. 
The union offi­ 
cials’ action on the inability of the an­ 
thracite miners and operators to agree 
w ill be delayed until the outcome of 
the bitumious conference is known. 
John 
P. 
W hite, * president 
of 
the 
union, and the district presidents con 
sidered a proposal that the bituminous 
miners drop all their demands except 
that for an increase in pay and that 
they ask for 5 per rent Instead of IO. 
The compromise 
was not definitely 
agreed upon, but it was considered as 
a possibility in view of the emphatic 
stand taken by the operators that they 
were not inclined to Yield.

William Pearson, who Is lodged in 
the county jail at Brainerd charged 
with the murder of George C. Doug­ 
las, the bachelor farmer who lived 
six miles east of Pequot at Pelican 
lake, is a Minneapolis man and at 
one time was employed as a book­ 
binder there. 
His age is now given 
as being about 29. 
His parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. William Pearson, Sr., reside 
at 240 
Ninth 
avenue 
north. 
A 
brother makes his home with them. 
The parents are reported not to have 
heard from Pearson for some time. 
At Pequot Pearson was arraigned 
before Justice Holman. 
He pleaded 
not guilty and was bound over w ith­ 
out bail to the grand jury which con­ 
venes in Brainerd in May. 
According to Jack Shaffer, the for­ 
mer morgue keeper of Hennepin coun­ 
ty and now proprietor of the Pequot 
hotel, Douglas was found dead in his 
home Friday, his body bruised and 
his skull fractured.
